Dr. Shimon Slavin of the Depart- 
ment of Internal Medicine “A” at the 
Hadassah-Hebrew University 
Medical Centre in Jerusalem told a 
press conference yesterday that, in 
teats on animals, he has overcome 
the body's natural tendency to reject 
transplants of organs and tissue.

To overcome this rejection, Slavin 
submitted white mice to low-level 
irradiation of the lymphoid glands 
over an extended period. The 
lymphoid glands produce the body's 
major immunological cells, Slavin 
explained. 

Following the irradiation, he 

Janted bone merrow from a 
genealogically unrelated black 
mouse and grafted skin from the 
black mouse to the white one. The 
skin graft was accepted permanent- 
ly, he said. In mice subjected to the 
radiation only, and ‘sot the bone 
marrow transpient, the skin graft 
eventually was sloughed off. 

He explained that the irradiation 
technique was originally developed 
by Dr. Henry Kaplan of Stanford for 
treatment of Hodgkin's diseane, ἃ 
cancer which affects the lymphatic 
system. Lead shields protect those 
parts of the body which contain no 
lymph glands. 

Following his succeas with mice, 
Slavin repeated his experiments 
with rats and then with dogs. He 
presented his findings to the annual 
symposium of the International 
Society of Transplantation, which 
took place in Rome two weeks ago. 

‘The one drawback, he said, 1s that 
the technique does not work on 
animals which have received blood 
transfusions. Since blood 
transfusions are now the only means 
of treatment for aplastic anemia, ἃ 
disease in which the bone marrow 
suddenly stops producing blood 
cells, he will not try the technique on 
patients already being treated.

325m. for Soviet and Eastern Euro- 
pean refugees settling in Israel. 
Some $30m. is provided for In- 
dochinese refugees and §5m. for 
African refugees. 

The Internationa! Development 
Aid Food Assistance Act authorizes 
$1.7b. and earmarks much of it to 
help meet basic human needs in the 
world's poorer nations. The bill bars 
aid to Vietnam, Cambodia, Cuba and 
Uganda.

TABAS, Iran (Reuter). — Hundreds 
of distraught survivora of Iran‘s 
worst earthquake this century mobb- 
ed the country's ruler, Sheh 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, when he 


visited the disaster area yesterday. - 


Burly security men, soldiers and 
officera struggled to stop the men 
and women, shouting 
“Shashanshah"’ (king of kings), 
from engulfing the monarch after he 
flew into the dirt airstrip outside the 
devastated town of Tabas. 

Some survivors of the quake which 
destroyed Tabas and more than 40 
surrounding villages Iast Saturday 
night — killing or injuring about 25,- 
000 people — managed to break 
through the seething cordon and 
prostrate themselves at the shah's 
feet. They poured out tales of per- 
sona] disaster ag the ahah, in im- 
maculate military uniform, listened 
and gave Instructions to his aides. 

An exhausted relief worker said 
people were still being dug ou allve 
from the tangied mud-brick debris of 
Tabas town yesterday, 12 hours after 
authorities started spraying it with 
disinfectant to stop disease 
spreading. 

He told the shah how he saw a 
small hand waving feebly from un- 
der a mound of rubble, dug un- 
derneath and found an eight-year-old 
girl, weak but still alive and with no 
bones broken. She had been kept 
alive in an air pocket created by two 
planks jammed between chunks of 
rubble, which prevented what was 
left of her home crushing her to 
death. After four days in darkness 
she could not see, but was making 
progress in the tent hospital put up at 
the airstri 


Pp. 

The relief worker asked the shah 
for special sound detection equip- 
ment to be flown in, in case there 
were more miracle survivors. 

There were some complainta 
about the relief operation, but sur- 
vivors appeared intent mainly on 
telling the monarch their own per+ 
sonal horror stories. 

The shah took the controls of a 
helicopter to fly over the disaster 
area, which one pilot soon after the 


quake described as “like a moon- 
Scape.” 

Small tent encampments of sur- 
vivora are all that ia left on the edge 
of flattened oasis towns which were 
once prosperous orchard and 
vegetable-growing areas near the 
wild Kavir desert. 

In ‘his two-hour visit the shah did 
nat go into Tabas town, where rescue 
workers and squads of soldiers, 
masked the dust and per- 
vasive smell of death, were still 
digging for bodies. — or a few possi- 
ble lucky survivors. 

Qne of the reasons the death toll 
wes 30 was the prosperity of 
Tabas, the shah said. ‘“The city of 
Tabas waa 8. heautiful Httie city...the 
puildings were more solid than 
elsewhere. So the rubble waa much 
heavier than elsewhere....it could 
not he moved by men. We needed big 
bulldozers.” 

While the shah was touring the 
Tuins, officials informed him that a 
six-year-old girl was rescued alive 
after being trapped 84 hours under 
debris. 


Quake said caused by 


Soviet nuclear test 


BONN (Reuter). — A West German 
scientist that last 
weekend's Iranian earthquake 
which kilied at least 16,000 people 
was caused by a Soviet underground 
nuclear test. 

Dr. Heinz Kaminski, director of 
the Bochum observatory, told 
Reuters in a telephone interview that 
a Soviet test in Siberia's 
Semipalatinsk area 36 hours before 
Saturday's tremor set off shock 
waves in the earth's crust that led to 
the catastrophe. 

But in Sweden, a spokesman for 
the Seismological Institute at Upp- 
sala took the opposite view, saying: 
“We came to the conclusion that it is 
hardly posstble for such a link across 
more than 2,500 kilometres, from 
Semipalatinsk in Western Siberia 
and the eastern border of Iran.” 


Cosmonauts set space record 


MOSCOW, (Reuter). — Two Soviet 
cosmonauts went pedalling round 
the world on a keep-fit bicycle 
yesterday after setting a new en- 
durance record for manned space 
flight. z 

The longest previous mission — of 
96 days and 10 hours — was sur 
passed aboard the Soviet Union's 
Salyut-6 space station by mission 
commander Vladimir Kovalyonok 
and flight engineer Alexander 
Ivanchenkov. 

The two cosmonauts, who broke 
the previous (also Soviet-held) 
record at 0911 Moscow time (8.17 
Israel time) were later reported by 
‘Tass news agency to be feeling fine. 


They were taking turns on ἃ pedal- 
driven “ergometer designed to 
show how their hearts, blood circula- 
tion and muscles were working, the 
agency said. 

There was no indication of how 
long the latest Soviet space 
marathon would continue. But as 
both cosmonauts are well, and their 
mission has apparently had no ma- 
jor technical problems, they looked 
set to stay in space until they reacha 
total of four months or more. 

‘The latest endurance record was 
viewed as a milestone in the Soviet 
Union's declared intention of 
creating permanently manned or- 
bital space stations.

THIS COLUMN last discussed the 
dilemma of human rights vying with 
each other for precedence. 

The Supreme Court ected 
(in ἃ leading judgment 
briefly in the press) with another 
such dilemma: whether freedom of 
the preas is so sacrosanct 2% to be 
vested with the power to override all 
other rights, and in particular the 
right to have one’s good name 
protected. 

The judgment centred on the 
definition of certain provistous of the 
Defamation Law dealing with 
privileged publications. Among 
these, section 14 of the law provides 
that it is a good defence against an 
allegation of defemation that the 
matter published was true and that 
the publication was in the public in- 
terest, provided that the pubifcation 
does not exceed the hounds of that in- 
terest; while a subsection of section 
15 lays down that {t is a good defence 
if a publication was made in good 
faith and was an δ: on af opi- 
nion on the conduct of the injured 
party in an official capacity. 

Both these provisions place the 
emphaais on official, as opposed to 
private, conduct, and distinguish 
between the freedom to publish 
defamatory matter against public 
officials or bodies and the restriction 
on freedom of publication of matters 
concerning private persona, or 
public officials in their private 
capacity. 

The Supreme Court case concern- 
ed the purchase of an expensive 
Chevrolet Impata by the Israe) Elec- 
tric Corporation for its managing 
director, a purchase severely 
criticized in an article in 
“Ha‘aretz."" 

As a result of this criticism, the 
managing director, with the ap- 
proval of his board of directors, 
decided to sell the car. He had dif- 
ficulty in finding a buyer and when 
the car had still not been sold a few 
months after the first article 
appeared, the same wrote 
another article in the paper accusing 
the Electric Cororation, and its 
managing director, of duplicity, in 
that they had no Intention of selling 
the car and hoped that after public 
interest had died down, the company 
official could continue to use the car 
with impunity. Shortly after this ar. 
ticle appeared, a buyer was found 
for the car. 


THE Israel Electric Corporation and 
its managing director sued 
“Ha'aretz” and the for 
defamation. The Haifa District 
Court held that the article was 
libellous, in that it presented the 
plaintiffs as unreliable 
prevaricators, and dismissed 
“Ha'aretz's" defence of ‘‘truth*-and 
“good faith." : 

This decision was reversed by the 
Supreme Court upon appeal. By ma- 
jority decision, Justices Shamgar 
and Berenson (with Ji e Ben 
Porat dissenting) allowed 
“Ha'aretz's’’ defence of ‘‘good 
faith’ in a matter concerning the 
conduct of the Electric Corporation 
and 118 managing director, in their 
official, public capacity.

trolling and curbing the actions of 
public institutions and their 
employees. 
For these reasons, he held, the 
only restriction that should be placed 
on expressions of opinion about the 
conduct of public or official bodies, 
and their employees, should be that 
they should not be disproportionate- 
ly unbridied or malicious. If they are 
reasonable in the circumstances 
(however vehement and sharp they 
may be), they should be deemed to 
be privileged, and this privilege 
should not be denied them only 
because the opinions might have 
been based partly, and to an in- | 
significant extent, on incorrect facts 
(as in the case under consideration). 
In coming to this conclusion, 
Justice Shamgar adopted the 
American, rather than the English, 
approach to the freedom to express 
opinions about holders of office. The 
U.S, Supreme Court has vested this 
freedom with some super-status, 
over and above any other rights and 
freedoms. He justified this on the 
grounds that this approach was com~ 
pletely consistent with the 
tegisiative aim of section 15 of the 
Detamation Law. 


IN HER minority opinion, Justice 
Ben Porat agreed with Justice 
Shamgar that the freedom of expres- 
Ston and criticlym on a matter of 


public interest is one of the fun- 
damental rights in every democratic 
society, and that any unwarranted 
encroachment of this freedom would 
be a violation of a sacrosanct princi- 


ple, 

She thought, however, that even 
expressions of opinion in good faith 
should be subject to certain reser- 
vations. The person expressing the 
opinion should bring to the attention 
of the reader the facts on which he 
had based his opinion, and these 
facts should be true. Only thus could 
the reasonable reader judge whether 
the opinion expressed was well- 
founded or not. 


THE CASE returned to the Supreme | 


Court for a further hearing before 
five justices. Once again the decision 
was upset. By majority decision of 
Justices Landau, Etzioni, Kahn and 
Ben Porat, with Justice Shamgar 
dissenting, the District Court fudg- 
ment was upheld: “‘Ha'aretz” was 
ordered to pay the Israel Hilectric 
Corporation 110,000 damages plus 
costs of 1130.00 «. ΝΥΝ 

Justice Landau, who handed down 
the majority deeision, concentrated 
mainly on the question of whether an 
opinion based on false facts (as was 
the opinion concerning the motives 
and integrity of the Electric Car- 
poration and its managing director, 
in the “Ha'aretz" article) could be 
deemed to be an opinion given in 
good faith and thus entitled to benefit 


from the defence provided by the 
Defarhation Law, 

He disagreed with Justice 
Shamgar, he said, that freedom of 
expression should be vested with an 
aura of super-law. He was certain 
that it had no greater or 
Standing than the right to have one's 
good name and honour protected. 

Nor was he prepared to accept the 
American credo that freedom of 
speech and of the press in matters of 
public concern should be held in such 
high esteem as to allow the press t¢ 
benefit from the qualified privilege 
provided for in the libel laws even 
when they make false statements. 
On the contrary, he agreed with 
jurists of other common law coun- 
tries that so wide an extension of 
privilege would tend to deter sen- 
sitive and honourable men from 
seeking public positions and leave 
them open to others who had no 
respect for thelr reputations. 

In this connection he pointed out 
that one of the most effective 
weapons used by Hitler and his con- 
federates in achieving the overthrow 
of the democratic regime in Ger- 
many was the spreading of 
scurrilous Hes about the leaders of 
the Weimar Republic, who sought in 
vain for redresx in the courts. This 
should serve as a warning to those 
who are ready, in the name of 
democracy, to countenance un- 
bridled licence, based on false infor- 
mation, In defaming public figures. 

What is necessary, Justice Landau 
Stressed, 15 to find a nice balance 
between freedom of expression and 
the right of an office-holder to have 
his good name protected. For while 
he would not in any way wish to un- 
derestimate the importance of a free 

press’ function of criticising the acts 
of the government and 
negative manifestations of public 
conduct, he could not accept the 
premise that a responsible preas 
could not this function un- 
legs it were given complete freedom 
to defame at will, under the cover of 
“fair. corament."” 

Nor, he held, would such freedom 
be in any way consistent with the 
defence provided for in section 15 of 
the Defamation Law, which allows of 
an expression οἵ opinion in good faith 
(however wrong and absurd this opi- 
nion might be) but not of the publica- 
tion of false information, even if that 
be done in good faith, 


JUSTICE Shamgar was not cop- 
vinced by his colleague's reasoning 
and made a passionate, but obvious- 
ly not completely persuasive, 
further plea for his own opinion that 
the defence of ‘'good faith" be given 
super-legal status, in the interests of 
democracy. 

Among other things, he pointed out 
that the passage of time had provid- 
ed us with a wide historical perspec- 
tive'on the reason for Hitler's 
successful rise to power and that to- 
day the importance and weight of 
the ineffectuality of the Gernan lihel 
laws in contributing trwards the fall 
of the Weimar Republic appears in- 

icant when compared with 

other factors and elements. But, in 
any event, it was his opinion that one 
should be extremely wary of curbing 
any human rights or freedoms, only

purposes. For it should never bé 
forgotten, be.at¥essed, that 
democracy, with all its weaknesses 
and shortcomings, Including the un- 
disputed fact that the freedoms and 
rights it vests in its citizens are 
capable of being abused and ex- 
ploited for nefarious purposes, ts still 
the best form of government that has 
ever been practised.

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THOUGH Klara Landau Bondy 
doesn’t look like a veteran in years, 
she claims she is a pioneer in ballet 
teaching in Jerusalem, being pre- 
dated only by Rina Nikova, for 
whom she was an assistant for some 
time. She has been teaching ballet 
ever since she arrived in Jerusalem 
in 1949 — in corridors, in basements, 
in achools — wherever space was 
available. 

“Y was then told that being a new- 
comer I couldn't expect special 
facilities.

e laughs as she says it, and it 
hasn't stopped her continuing to at- 
tract large numbers of pupils during 
her nearly 30 years here, and giving 
regular well-attended end-of-year 
performances.

Television, and some of her dancers 
have gone into major professional 
companies. 

Classical ballet is not Klara Lan- 
dau Bondy's only sphere. When she

After an audition in Belgrade, she

. When, on arrival in Haifa quite 
destitute, she said she wanted to 
teach ballet, she wasn’t encouraged, 
but she was determined to take up 
her career again, and after a short 
time moved to Jerusalem to attend 
the Etzion ulpan. She has been a 
Jerusalemite ever since. 

Madame Bondy (born Landau) 
has several times participated in the 
International Ballet Congresses in 
Cologne and on one occasion gained 
second prize for her choreography —

Government selling ministers’ - 
flats it owns in Jerusalem . ©

Despite skyrocketing prices of 
Jerusalem real estate, the govern- 
ment is trying its best to get rid of 
the private residences it owns in the 
Capital. 

“Our inventory of flats is down to 
nine plus the President's Residence, 
Moshe Widman of the Accountant- 
General's Office told The Post 
yesterday. “The flats are Mr. 
Begin's, Kneaset Speaker Shamir's, 
Health Minister Shostak’s, Absorp- 
tion Minister Levi's and those oc- 
cupied by five justices of the High 
Court." 


Traditionally, the government 
purchased luxury-type flats in the 
city’s better neighbourhoods for all 
cabinet ministers who gave up their 
residences elsewhere in the country 
upon appointment, and moved to 
Jerusalem. But all this has changed 
recently. 

“We received new guidelines from 
the Knesset Finance Committee in 
July," Widman explained. “From 
now an, only the Prime Minister and 
the Foreign Minister — if they are 
not Jerusalemites — are entitled to 
government-owned residences. All 
other out-of-town ministers, upon 
relocating to the Capital, are reim- 
bursed for the money they spend on a 


flat in Jerusalem — if they make the, 


city their home.” 

Prime Minister Begin, 2 Tel Avi- 
vian, has accepted the official 
residence at the corner of Belfour 
and Smolenskin Streets. Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, however, 
bas turned down the Jewish Quarter 
flat used by histp¥edecessor, Yigal 
Allon. Dayan’ préférs to live In a 
hotel while he is in Jerusalem, and 
continues to be a resident of Zahala. 

The only cabinet members living 
in government-owned flats since 
before the new guidelines are Ab- 
sorption Minister David Levi and 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak. 
Levi has already’ notified the 
Accountant-General’s office that he 


wishes to leave the flat. 

While the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee has restricted the use of 
Government-owned flats to two key 
cabinet members, their allocation is 
still permitted to the Speaker of the 
Knesset and justices of the High “ 
Court -- also if they are non- -'. 
Jerusalemites, 

The’ President's Residence, 
however, though government- 
owned, is considered an independent 
entity, and any President of Israel, 
even if he hails from Jerusalem, is 
entitled to occupy it. 

What does the government do with 
the flats it does not want to keep? ” 

“Since we are not interested in . 
entering into negotiations with 


prospective buyers, all we do is turn τ 


title over to the State Lands Ad- 
ministration,” Widman said, “Let 
them ditpose of these properties."
